This issue is related to earlier (pre-Islamic) drachms with 
ARM or ARMAN (thought to be an abbreviation for 
Armenia) behind the bust of Khusraw II. The limited 
provenance information available supports this attribution. 
On the reverse of this coin, the Aramaic denomination 
zuzun appears where the mint-name is normally found, and 
the date is blundered. The more usual (but still very rare) 
variety of this issue has the word wafin (“full-weight”) in the 
obverse margin instead of the Arabic governor’s name, 
traces of which apparently survive under Muhammad on 
this specimen.

The town of Tawwaj was located in the Iranian province of 
Fars, in the district of Ardashir Khurra. It was situated on 
the Ratin river (which was sometimes called the Tawwaj 
river), close to where it flows into the sea. Formely a 
Sasanian town, it was captured by the Arabs in 18-19h. 


Arab geographical writers of the 4/10" century describe 
Tawwaj as an important and prosperous place. It was a 
major commericial centre which then rivalled Kirman for 
size, and was famous for the manufacture of cloth and fine 
embroidery. Its climate was very hot and date palms grew 
in abundance in the surrounding country. 


In the 4” century, the Buwayhid ‘Adud al-dawla brought a 
large contingent of Arabs from Syria and settled them in 
Tawwaj. Thereafter, Tawwaj appears to have declined in 
importance, and according to mediaeval sources was 
finally destroyed in the 6/12" century. The destruction 
was so complete that the site of the city has not been 
accurately determined, to the extent that there is still 
uncertainty as to whether it was sited on the banks of the 
Ratin river or on the coast some miles downstream. 


Tawwaj does not appear to have been an Arab-Sasanian 
mint, and it is far from clear why a small issue of coins 
should have been struck there in this year. An Abbasid 
fals struck at Tawwaj in 132h at the end of the 
Revolutionary Period was published by Miles (Excavation 
Coins from the Persepolis Region, ANS NNM 143, 1959, 
no.504), but the mint does not appear again in the 
numismatic record until the Buwayhid period (see lot 


278).

Al-Hira was a former royal residence of the Lakhmids, who 
were client kings under the Sasanians. At the time of the 
Muslim conquest, it was an important Sasanian frontier 
town and remained a key administrative centre under the 
Arabs until al-Kufa was founded three miles away in 17h.

It is uncertain whether Dard is a mint-name in its own right 
or a die-engraver's error for Darabjird. In numismatic 
Kufic, Darabjird is written as four groups of letters (D-R- 
BJR-D), thus if the engraver omitted the third group (BJR), 
the remaining elements would read D-R-D. The final letter 
of the mint-name does look like a D but is curiously 
rendered and rather blurred (particularly on this specimen). 
There is also what appears to be a hook descending from 
the end of the lower line. Could the die-sinker have 
punched the D on top of the BJR group? 


If Dard is a blundered version of Darabjird it should be 
possible to find a reverse die-link with coins of Darabjird. 
The three coins all come from one obverse die, while the 
Leuthold and Baldwin's Auction 18 specimens were struck 
from a different reverse die from the present coin. The 
alternative would be that Dard was deliberately engraved, 
and represents a place which cannot now be identified from 
other sources. This is not impossible - other extremely rare 
mints such as al-Niq and al-Dasakir do not appear in the 
writings of Arab geographers and are only known from 
numismatic evidence.

This coin is obviously a contemporary strike inscribed in a 
good, clear Kufic script. At first glance it looks as if it could 
be a second period dinar of the Fatimid al-Zahir, but the 
legends are obviously not his. At second glance its design 
closely resembles Salah al-din’s first coinage type struck 
between 567 and 569 h, but the legends contain several 
anomalies: 


° While al-Imam al Mansur appears in its usual position, 
it was inscribed without the other titulature associated with 
the Fatimid caliph al-Amir. Thus it is not a Fatimid coin, 
but one that has the Fatimid appearance familiar to the 
Egyptians. 


e The religious legends are uncharacteristically 
repetitive. They give the impression that the die-sinker was 
searching for enough texts to fill the space rather than 
conveying a coherent message. The only Shi‘a text is the 
conventional “Ali wali Allah found on all Egyptian dinars 
since the Fatimid conquest of the country in 358. This 
phrase, however, is found only once in a relatively obscure 
position, as if playing down the coin’s Shi‘a message. 


e Salah al-din styled himself on this coin as al-Malik al- 
‘Alim al-’Adil rather than his usual regal style al-Malik al- 
Nasir, given to him by the Fatimid Caliph al-’Adid when 
Salah al-din became his wazir in 564. Al-Malik al-‘Adil was, 
moreover, the style used by Salah al-din’s nominal overlord 
Nur al-din Mahmud bin Zangi. 


¢ The date on the coin is clearly inaccurate: x54. The 
unit, however, makes sense if the coin was struck in 564. 
The error in the decade and the absence of the century may 
have been a way to evade responsibility for claiming 
sovereignty at a time when Salah al-din had no actual right 
to do so. It is recorded that he only became leader of the 
Syrian forces in Egypt following the death of its original 
commander Shirkuh in 564 when, after a combination of 
pressure and largesse, he persuaded the troops to follow 
him and thus succeed Shirkuh as wazir to the caliph.. 


The cataloguer considers that this piece originally served as part 
of an emergency coinage struck by Salah al-din to pay the 
largesse demanded by his Syrian troops to secure their 
allegiance in his successful attempt to become the all-powerful 
wazir to the last Fatimid caliph. This paved the way for the 
termination of the Shi‘a caliphate in 567 and the immediate 
return of Egypt to the allegiance of the Sunni Abbasid caliphate.

Alptekin was a former mamluk of the Buwayhid ruler of Iraq, Mu’izz al-dawla (328-356h /939-967m), hence his nisba al-Mu ‘izzi by which he is 
known on this coin. He allied himself with the Qaramita and held parts of Palestine (Ramla and Tabariya) and Syria, (Dimashq) between 364 
and 367. The Fatimid Caliph al-’ Aziz mounted an expedition against Alptekin in 366 and defeated him in Muharram 367 / 977. Alptekin fled, 
only to be caught dying of thirst by the Jarrahid leader Mufarrij b. Daghfal. Despite their early friendship, Mufarrij, lured by the promise of 


the 100,000 dinar reward offered by al-’Aziz, handed Alptekin over to him for execution. This coin was probably struck by Alptekin to pay 
his troops just before he was defeated.

This coin is a product of the scheming of the Jarrahid leader Mufarrij b. Daghful in his old age. In 402h/1011-2 the Fatimid caliph’s wazir, 
fearing death, fled from Cairo to the camp of al-Hasan b. Mufarrij. The wazir stirred up the Jarrahids against al-Hakim’s governor in Syria, 
whom they then seized and put to death. At the same time Mufarrij urged the Shi‘a Sharif of Makka to proclaim himself caliph in opposition 
to al-Hakim. But al-Hakim knew, just as did his father al-’ Aziz, how to suborn the Jarrahids. Mufarrij abandoned the rebels and deserted al- 
Rashid, the anti-caliph, who then had to give up his pretensions and return to Makka to serve as sharif once again. 


One other numismatic relic of this curious episode was published in the Leu sale held on 28 October 1981, lot 30, in the names of both al- 
Hasan b. Mufarrij and al-Rashid, struck in Filastin in 402h.
